Ing Company. Those well up in tho 
affairs expressed no fear aa to tho 
outcome of -this last move and are 
confident that the obstacle will he 
overcome. 

These obstacles and attempts to i)ut 
a ban on the operations of the Mar- 
keting Company do not seeni to help 
the dealers «t6 any great extent but 
in fact have been a great help to the 
Marketing Company inasmuch as It 
tends to hhow the light to the outside 
farmers the opposition that can be' 
put up to the disadvantage of the 
farmers and are gradually cementing 
the farmers together in stronger ties 
than could be obtained In any other 
way. 

Many of the farmers are gradually 
realizing that the old bugaboo of the 
personel of the Marketing Company Is 
no longer the Issue but that the suc- 
cess of tlie company is paramount and 
with this new attitude appearing It 
undoubtedly In the end will mean the 
success of tlie farmers cooperative 
marketing company. 

The September 26th Issue ot the 
Milk Reporter points very strongly 
the neccsstiy of the farmers of the 
"inner belt" to get busy and sign con- 
tracts. At the present time the outer 
belt, or condensers are very much In 
the majority and with the approach 
of the election of nine men to the 
operations hoard of tho Marketing 
Company on Kov. 4, It looks as If the 
outsiders may have a greater number 
of members elected on the board.

iOEMAKDS BEillRN OF THRftCE 



At»o Atkx That the British Troops 
^ Withdraw From the Chanak and 
Ismld Zones Before DtscusslnQ 
I Peace Termt. 



Consraiitiijnrile, Oct, a — Ordtsis for 
a cessation of jnllltary iDOvements In 
the Chanat region of AsIntJc 3Mrte.v 
and for xhb susjKsisloii of tlie acUvl- 
tJes of tie Turtish IrregTilai forces 
in Thrace have heea Issued hy Mns- 
tapha Kemal Paslia, the Tnrtish na- 
tlonallst'leader. 

The Turkish natlonnlist authorities 
have agreed to an armistico coafoN 
ence In Mudania and have requested 
the allied hlph commissioners to njv 
;poInt delegates. The nationalists will 
be represented by Ismet Paslia and 
lK)ssIbly by Hnmld Bey. 

The three allied missions -which the 
high commissioners have decided to 
fiend to Thrace to control It pendlne 
Turkish occupation will have respec- 
tive spheres of action as follows: 
French, Adrlnnoplo; Italian. Lule lUir- 
f^s; British. Rodosto, Their duties 
■u'lll be to protect tlie inhabitants 
against excesses and safeguard the 
monuments. 

Paris. Oct 3.— Immediate rottirn of 
. eastern Thrace to Turkey was de- 
manded by the jVngora goyemment In 
acknowledgment of the allied peace 
proposal of September 23. 

The Turkish Xatlonnllsts further 
proposed that allied and Turkish gen- 
erals meet at Ifudania on Tuesday af- 
ternoon to arrange details of the Oreek 
evacuation of Thrace and, according 
to Mustnpha Kemnl's stateuiont to 
Fninklln Bouillon at Smyrna on Sat- 
•nnlay, details of Britisb evacuallon of 
the neutral zones along the strait. 

"Orders have been given to halt Im- 
mediately our military operations 
■which were developing without pause 
In the direction of Constantinople and 
Clianak In pursuit of the (^reek 
nrmles," Tonssouf Kemal. the Angora 
foreign minister, telegraphetl to' Pre- 
mier Polncare today. 

After citing the inist 'which Kemal 
places In the nssumncos given by M. 
Franklin Bouillon, the special Fi^nch 
envoy, that the allies will agree to a 
Just peace, the note continues: 

*'Ffowever, as the occupation and 
administration of Thrace by the Greek 
army for even one day would be a 
source of danger at all times and cause 
prief to the Turkish people. I( Is In- 
dispensable to evacuate Immeiliately 
and return without delay to the grand 
assembly of Turkey all of Tlirnce to 
■west of the Marltza river. Including 
Adrlanople."

OWING to the military nnd 
diplomatic skill of Musta- 
plm Keinal Pnslia nnd hia col- 
leagues In the Turkish Nation- 
alist .govornniont, nnd to tho 
strong ' dctonnlnntlon of the 
people of tho allied nations not 
to embark In nnother war. It Is 
practically certain that Turkey 
will regain tho territory in Eu- 
rope which she lost In tho 
World war and probnbly n con- 
siderable part of Mesopotamia, 
now under British mandate. Do 
you and your friends think tho 
-Turks are entitled to this resto- 
ration and are really no worse 
than most of their neighbors? 
Or do you believe It la worth 
another great war to keep them 
out of Europe?

CON'OILLVTION and concession were 
the order of the day In tho Near 
EnsL Tho allies, -In formally Inviting 
the Turks to a, peace ctinference, as- 
sured them that thoy "will take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to de- 
clare Uiat they look with favor upon 
the desire of Turkey to recover Thrace 
up to tho Mai*Itza river, nnd Adrlun- 
ople." It was even Intimated that 
Uussin ^\ouUl he admitted to the con- 
ference, and M. Frauklln-IJoullIun, 
who hwt year negotiated an agree- 
ment between tho Nationalists and 
the French, was sent to Smyrna with 
a .mandate to deal with Keinnl. The 
stipulation of the allies was that th? 
Dardanelles, tho Sea of Mnnnora and 
tho Bosporus must remain free and 
open' tO' nil nations. The British also 
Insisted that the neutral zone, which 
cnihrncos the straits nnd Constanti- 
nople, must not be Invade<l by tho 
Nationalists during the peace negotia- 
tions. 

Early In the week Kemnl gave a 
long Interview to a correspondent of 
the Chicago Tribune, In which he said 
that he ha'd no desire to provoke hos- 
tilities with Great Britain, but that 
he Insisted on coinplote Independence 
of the Turkish empire and complete 
freedom of tho ^traits to all nations. 
Ho said Turkey had no wish to. for- 
tify the Dardanelles, hut that slie 
must control tho Sea of Marmara nnd 
tho Bosporus to peciiro the safety of 
her capital — Constantinople. On Wed- 
nesday the Komallsts announced thoy 
would respect tho neiitmllty of the 
straits pending an armistice confer- 
ence with tho British genomls. They 
then formulated their reply to • the 
allied pence proposals. Not given to 
the public at this writing, this answer 
Is undt*rstond tf> provide, among otlior 
things, that tho' Natlonnllsts shall oc- 
cupy all strategic positions prior to 
tho openhrg of tho'conreronco; that 
all British forces on ronlo bo recalled 
nnd tho British shall not fortify tho 
neutral zone; that tho Nationalists 
Bliall occupy Thrace before the confer- 
ence, at which llusflin, TJkralnla and 
nil countries bordering on the Black 
sen alinll he represented; that If these 
conditions are accepted, the Nation- 
alists agree 1o nn armistice confer- 
ence nt Mudnnin, which la to he fol- 
lowed In tUreo days -by the" opening 
of the pent* conference In Smyrna. 

Meanwhile ICcmnl, who has freely 
eiprossod his dlstnist of the British 
nnd espocInlU' ^t Lloyd George, sent 
various unUs Into the Asiatic part of 
tho noutrnl zone and occupied strate- 
gic positions from which he vlrttially 
controlled the Dardanelles. Tho Brlt- 







Ish commanders made several de- 
mands for the' withdrawal of the 
Turks, but Kemal responded tlmt ho 
knew of no neutral zone. To tho 
French he e.xplnlned that he had Oc- 
cupied Uiese places because the Brit- 
ish Ifad disregarded tho neutrality of 
the straits by permitting the Greeks 
to have free passage through them. 

"D fiVOLT by the Greek army against 
•l^ the government, which was e.v- 
pected, ctime on schedule time. The 
troops that had returned froi;i the 
scene of disaster In Anatolia and 
were concentnited In the archipelago 
Islands rebelled and, using battleships 
and destroyers as transports, sailed to 
the mainland' and moved on Attiens 
under the leadership of regular olll- 
cers of the army and navy. Military 
airplanes dropped In Athens procla- 
mations demanding the alnllcntlon of 
King Constantino, the formation of a 
ministry friendly to the allies and the 
sending of reinforcements to Thrace. 
On Wednesday the caiilnUt resigned 
and Confjtantino formally abdicated 
the throne In favor of Crown Bilnce 
George, who was sworn In. For the 
present n revolutionary committee Is 
In charge of the government. Tho 
object uf tho coup d'etat as an- 
nounced In Athens was to oust Con- 
stantino In order to unite the country 
In ftrm opposition to the Paris confer- 
ence's peace terms to Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha and to wage an Immediate. and 
aggressive war to retain Tbi-ace. 
Army and navy leaders fully support 
the Thmcian ^\*nr, and thoy say they 
l-an lake Constantinople. 

'TpIIOUGIl It had been reported that 
-*- Bulgaria was ready to seize the 
part of Thrace which ' she claims, 
DImltrl Standoff. Bulgarian minister 
,to England, denies tills. "Bulgaria, Is 
flrmly resolved to avoid participation 
In any military action," said he, "not 
only because the country Is .practical- 
ly disarmed, hut also because the nt^w 
Bulgaria Is an agricultural country 
and does not wish to risk a repetition 
of Iier previous misfortunes." 

COVIKT Itussia formally declared 
^ borself tho cliamploa of Islam last 
week. She sent a note to the en- 
tente, the. Balkan nations and Kgypt 
demanding the restoration of Turkey 
In Europe iind warning the woi-ld that 
she would not recognize "any decision 
concerning the Turkish stralU taken 
wlllnrnt her participation or arrived 
at against her Interests." 

ACCOnDING to an agreement 
al)out completed between the 
United States and Japan, the Interna- 
tional technical control of tho Chi- 
nese Eastern railway by tho Stovena 
coninilsslon will soon he terminated. 
It Is provided that the commission 
shnll cca.so to function upon comple- 
tion of the evacuation of Japanese 
troops from Siberia. The Chinese 
government Is to he made responsi- 
ble for the continued ojicratlon and 
protection of the railway, and If It 
falls 'In this, tboro will be a resuini>- 
tlon of 'International control. The 
other nllied powers are In accord with 
this plan. That Is the news that 
conies from Washington. From Peking 
come reports that put another face on 
the matter. The president of China 
has suspended tho Russian Boxer In- 
demnity of about ?n,000.000 unniially 
and tho soviet government, In its re- 
ply of protest. Intimates that It will 
seize the Chinese Enstern railway. 
•Tdhn F. J^teveiis, the hcnd of the com- 
mission, according to n correspondent. 
Is co'nvlnced the line Is lost to China. 

GBEAT BRITAIN has offered to 
piiy $no,000.000 of interest due 
the United States, and tho World war 
debt funding commission has been 
considering tho proposition. At the 
rate of 5 per cent, tho Interest due In 
the next two Installments, October 15 
and November iri, amounts to .^Oo.OOO,- 
000, but tho funding law (luthorlKes a 
rate of -U^ per cent, ho It Is suggest- 
ed that tho $50,000,000 be paid Oc- 
tober 15 and ndjustments bo worked 
out with Sir Robert Home, who Is 
coming over soon. ' Congressman Bur- 
ton of Ohio, who Is n member oC the 
funding cotnml.sslon, Is In London, and 
nt a luncheon attended by prominent 
(Innnclors he said- plainly that the 
United States expected Great Britain 
to pay In full. lie pointed out that 
the lonns'mnde by America wero not 
given out of nn overflowing treasury, 
but wore ralfeed, spmetlmes with dlfll- 



culty, by loans from tho American 
people, who had no reason to expect 
that they would not be repaid. He 
plso drew attention to the American 
suspicion that If the loans were for- 
given the money thuB released might 
be used In new wars. 

pONRAD E. SPENS, railway ofll- 
^ clal of Chicago, who was appoint- 
ed federal fuel dlstilbutor under the 
act passed by congress, started In by 
warning the various states that his" 
powers do not extend to coal mined 
and s^ld wltliln a given state nnd 
their odlclals must look after ' that 
end of the proposition. He then asked 
eight leading railway executives to 
serve as an advisory committee In the 
fuel transportation emergency and 
named 13 prominent business men as 
members of nn advisory committee for 
industry, to keep 'Ji touch with the 
distribution of fuel supplies for In- 
dustries In their respective' districts. 
Large Industrial consumers are asked 
to confine fnelr purchases of coal un- 
der prni^^t conditions as closely to 
current needs as safety permits'; to 
suspend accumulation of advance 
stocks of coal until the present emer- 
gency pressure on production Is re- 
lieved; to unload coal car.s Immedi- 
ately and return thoni to service and 
to promptly furnish material reipilred 
for new railroad equipment or repairs. 

'TpIIE grand Jury In Clarion, III., 
-■■ which Investigated the llerrin coal 
mine massacre, Indicted 70 men for 
participation In tlie outrage, AA of 
them for murder. All of the latter 
group have been put under arrest, and 
of tho total 20 are still at large. Eight 
of those accused of murder are held 
without bnll. The others were re- 
leased on bonds, which were furnished 
by the leading cltlzenK of Marlon. 
The defense of the men, as nlready 
outlined by their lawyers, will ho. In 
brief, that this Is a "private persecu- 
tion by a political boss jpiVl a lahor- 
Imtlng organization," the wlluslon be- 
ing to Attorney General Brundugo nnd 
tho Illinois Chnmber of Commerce. 

C^BDEUAL .7UDGE Wn.KERSON In 
" Chicago formally entered the tem- 
porary Injunctiiin obtained by Attor- 
ney General Dnugherty against the 
mllway shnpinen. having sustained It 
orf all points. The proceedings were 
perfunctory nnd the attorneys for the- 
unlon did not coacei^n themselves 
with tho form of the order. They 
said they Imped to bo pennUted to 
take the case direct to tlie Supreme 
court of the United States on appeal. 

SOSIE twenty thousand veterans of 
the Civil war' assembled In Dos 
Moines, In., for the flft.v-sLxth national 
encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. On Wednesday three- 
fourths of these grizzled wnrrlors, es- 
corted by two regiments of tho regu- 
lar army, marched In the yearly 
parade — an event that grows more 
and more pathetic as tho years pass. 
They were reviewed by their com- 
mandeNn-ehlef, Lewis S. Pllcher, and 
by Ilanford MucNIdor, national com- 
mander of the American Legion. One 
tragedy marked the occasion. M. .7. 
Mackenhauscn of Wblto Bear Lake, 
:\Ilnn., dropped dead after two hours 
of mnrehlng. .Tudge .T. W\ Wllldtt of 
Tama, la., was elected comnmndor-In- 
chlef for the coming year. 

'-pHOMAS E, WATSON, Un»red 
J- States senator from Georgia, one 
of the most fiery political Ilgures of 
the time, died suddenly of asthma 
Tuesday In Washington. For -10 
years be was active In state and na- 
tional politics, and be was the Vopullst 
nominee for Vice president in 7800 and 
for President in 1001. The f»opulIsts 
elected him to the house of repre- 
sentatives In ISni, and In 11)20 he was 
elected senator. He was opposed to 
Woodrow Wilson and hlfi policies. and 
was. especially against tho League of 
Nations. 

ACCORDING to the Freeman's 
Journal of Dublin, Eamon de 
Valera 1ms abdicated as leader of the 
Irish republicnna and Liam Lynch 1ms 
succeeded him. Tho newspaper says 
this destroys hope of a rational peace 
as Lynch Is driving his" followers to 
fight to the hitter end. Tho repub- 
licans are keeping up their guerrilla

west of Salt Lake City,' to rest their 
horses and to permit tho members of 
the party to recuperate from the strain 
of their journey up to tbls point. Fa- 
miliar with the dangers of cross-coun- 
try travel, they arranged their wagons. 
In a circle with tho women and chil- 
dren inside, and the men taking turns 
at watching for signs o^ a possible at- 
tack. Two days passed without any 
Indication of trouble, and the emigrants 
were on the point of setting out on Uio 
next portion. of , their trip when their 
outposts reported that apparently 
hostile Indians had made their ap- 
pearanco at a number of points near- 
by. 

Little by little tho eneiAy's sconts

Missourlans forced the Issue by hold- 
ing up his hand as a signal for a peace- 
ful conference, the sharp crack of a 
rifle shot made 'it plain that the In- 
dians were Intent upon an attack, 
ratlicr than a parley or the exchange 
of goods.

Tho combination of Indhm cunning 
and a constant stream of ammunition 
supplied by the whites, was almost too 
much for tho little band of emigrnnts, 
but, having been careful to pitch their 
camp In a spot which commanded nil 
tho available approaches, they stood 
by their guns and resisted the siege for 
four full days and nights. Finally, on 
the flftli (Jay, they left the shelter of 
their wagons under Uie promise of 
protection by John D, Lee, a Jlormon 
bishop and Indian agent. Within the 
hour, however, ail the adults and chil- 
dren over seven years of age had been 
slaugiitered In cold blood, and 17 of 
tlie younger children wore then dls- 
trlbutwl among Jlormon families, but 
were afterwards restored to their rel- 
atives through the action of the gov- 
ernment. 

When, after an Investigation of the 
matter-by oHlcInls of tlio War depart- 
hiont, Lee was arrested nnd charged 
with murder, he Implicated a number 
of tlie highest ofllelals In the Mormon 
church In his confession of treachery, 
claiming that Brigham Young himself 
had full knowledge of the Intended 
massacre, and had taken no steps to 
prevent It. 

"GovAnor Young told me," de- 
clared Leo. "that If I would stand up 
and shoulder full responsibility for 
the ufilnlr, It would bo a feather In my 
cap some day, nnd that I should 
achieve celestial salvation, but he add- 
ed that the nian who shrunk from a 
responsibility of this kind would bo 
certain to bo consigned to Hades for- 
ever.* s 

Despite bis confession, and tlio mani- 
fest evidence that he was far from be- 
ing alone In the laying of the plans for 
the .cold-blooded massacre, Lee was 
execute^l on March 23, 1877, twenty 
years later. Government Investiga- 
tors developed clearly thb fact that 
Leo had been only, a ciUspaw In the! 
whole matter, but 
ed to place the bl 
longed, they w'ero frustrated at every 
turn by the far-flung machinery of tho 
Mormon church. 

The Identlt/ of the renl leaders In 
tho ^fountain lloadow massacre has 
never been definitely decided, and con- 
tempornrj' historians state that Lee 
would never have been convicted had 
it not been for tlio fact tlmt ho had 
oeen ostracized by the Mormon church, 
Brigham Y'oung having Instructed his 
adherents to facllltnto tho progress of 
this pro.iecutIon, for reasons best 
known to themselves.

Before tho youth coficluded hla 
schooling at Georgetown. college Cap- 
tain Ord was token 111, and, after a 
sickness ns brief as It was mysterious, 
died while trying to toll the boy the 
secret of his parentage. "James," he 
gasped, "I have sworn not to do so, 
but I must tell you that your father 
was—", nnd liero a fit of coughing 
seized him, which prevented his dls- 
closyre of the mystery. 

Upon Investigation of his guardian's 
pnpors, Ord discovered that the mon 
had not been his uncle, but was mere- 
ly n common sailor in tho British navy, 
who, through the exercise of some po- 
litical Influence, had been given the 
post of dockyard Inspector under the 
Spanish crown. The younger Ord's 
supply of funds continued unabated 
and he placed himself under the tu- 
telage of a Maryland priest, who. In 
addition to teaching him. ORSisted In 
the search for the truth concerning his 
parentage. This search led to the con* 
elusion, unsupported by any direct 
documentary evidence, thot he wos 
the son of George IV of England, bom 
W'hIIc that monarch was prince of 
Wales, his mother being Marie Anno 
Smythe Flt7,herbert, whom George bad 
married In 1785. 

When Ord wag well on In life, ho 
wrote to iira. FItzherbert, but was 
unable to obtain n reply from her, al- 
though ho died In tho firm belief that 
she was hla mother. This contention 
was also accepted by the Jesuit fa- 
thers of Genri;etown college, who. In 
the centenary history of the Institu- 
tion, mentioned tlie name of "James 
Ord, son of George I\v;in Its list of 
nlumnl. > 

After various ndventurcs In Amor- 
Icn, Including a trip to the far West 
In searcli of gold and the accumula- 
tion of n consldernblo fortune on tho 
Pncific coast, Ord was nppolnted to 
the bench, nnd returned to Washing- 
ton.- where ho built a handsome home 
on Pennsylvania avenue. Later, Jiow- 
ever, he moved to Omnhn, where lie 
died at the ago of ninety-seven, still 
strong In the belief that the long- 
delayed unsealing of Mrs. Fltzher- 
bert's private papers would clear up 
the mystery which surrounded his 
birth. These papers formed part of 
a mysterious packet which Jlrs. Fltz- 
Jiorbort, upon her deathbed, requested 
might be placed in a vault In Coutts' 
bank, London, to remain there until 
such time as the reigning sovereign of 
Great Britain might see' fit to have 
tlicm publicly opened. ■ 

The seal was finally broken In 1003, 
by order of Kdwnrd VII, but, while 
the marriage certificate of George, 
prince of Wales, and the pretty widow 
was discovered, none of the other doc- 
uments contained any reference to 
children alleged to have been born of 
the union. "James Ord," tbcrofore, 
must continue to rank wlth.Kaspar 
Hnuser, the dauphin, the. man In tho 
Iron mask and the other unsolved 
riddles of history.

GREEN MOUNTAIN 
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By ROBERT H. MOULTON 

F YOU Bhould ask 9 hun- 
dred experienced hunters, 
juon who huvo followed 
the liehl for muny yeura 
und Ured their ahotguua 
thiies without number, np- 
rjroslmntiily how many pel- 
lets there aru In an ounce 
of No. cVllled allot— the size general- 
ly used Id the hunting of ducks, rab- 
bits, squirrels and sluillur game — the 
chnnccs urit that u good many of them 
could not cijiio anywhere near the cor- 
rect number,* It Is also probable that 
few of them could tell you exactly 
how tlio shot Is made. 

The Diauuficturo of shot Is, be It 
known, n most Interesting and ingeni- 
ous process. In eVery plant where 
shot iB made there Is one building 
which stands' out above uU others. 
This Is tlie Uo-called "Sliot-tower," 
which rises to u ^height of about two 
hundred feet, and In Uils tower the op- 
erations employed in making shot be- 
gin. The capacity of tlie shot-tower 
In a large modern plant Is fifty tons of 
sliot a day, all of which is made, un- 
touched by human hands, aUcr the 
bars of lead are put into tnc great 
melting cauldron on the topmost floor 
of the tower. The lead bars weigh 
approximately one hundred pounds 
each and are about two feet long. 
Tlicy are put into the cauldron as 
needed and melted by igas neat. 

Exceptional pains are taken in mart* 
ufacturlng shot. Every size of chilled 
shot has a different formula— a fact 
which It seems difllcult for the ordi- 
nary man to understand. It requires 
2113 pellets to make an ounce oif No. 
shot, or 3,558 to the pound. In the 
case of No. 7^ shot, the kind used In 
trap shooting and for quail, grouse and 
other birds of this type, 5,G20 pellets 
nro required to make a pound. At 
this rate It would take over eleven mil- 
lion pellets to mako a ton of No. 7% 
siiot, and about half a billion would 
represent a day's output. 

In one of the largest, and oldest mu- 
nition manufacturing plants of New 
England the top of the shot tower is 
187 feet above the ground. On thb 
top floor Is the huge cauldron in which 
the lead bars are melted. The heat In 
this cauldron is ttrrlflc and the bars 
dissolve almost us quickly as a pound 
of lard dumped Into a deep frying pan 
already partly fllled with the boiling 
fat. It Is poaslblo to melt one hun- 
dred tons of lead n d]iy In jthls coul- 
dron, whldi means that one hundred 
tons of shot can be turned out dally hi 
an emergency. 

From the cauldron the molten, metal 
flows in a continuous stream, like so 
much silver water. Into a sieve, while 



tlnuously. From the sieve the hot 
metal drops into tanks of water 154 
feet below, the pellets being formed 
just after passing through the sieve. 
Exactly how long It takes to chill the 
shot after the metal leaves the sieve 
Isstlll a mystery, but It is known. that 
when Uio pellets roach the water, 
which cannot take more than a frac- 
tion of a second, they have become 
solid spheres of remarkable roundness. 
Special sieves with varying sizes of 
perforation must be used for each In- 
dividual size of shot. The size of shot, 
however, may be regulated sllglitly by. 
change in temperature of ttie molten 
metal. 

From the tanks of water the shot 
passes through a drying machine, and 
thence to conveyors which take It up 
several stories In the shot tower, Next 
they go to a big revolving screen 
where, any rough bits of load that may 
be mixed up with tho pellets are 
culled put. 

Leaving this screen the shot go to 
a series of glass assorting tables, 
where tho perfect pellets are automat- 
ically Selected, those having the slight- 
est Imperfections being discarded. The 
shot flows frnm a hopper onto the glass 
tables, whicli aro very slightly In- 
clined, and the perfect pellets gather 
BUfllclent momentum to roll down tho 
table and jump a gap nt the base, 
while those pellets which are not 
round enough to gather the required 
momentum fall to Jump tho gap and 
pass Into the scrap. Every pellet 
passes over a series of a dozen of the 
glass tablesi placed one above the 
other, and only those of perfect fonn 
can survive tho elimination tests. Any 
Imperfection whatever, such us rough 
edges, slows up tlio rolling pellet so 
that It drops Into one of tho gaps and 
goes back to tho melting pot to be 
made over again. 

In addition to nil. this, samples from 
pnch tank of shot are later tested for 
roundness and appearance by. rolling 
tlio pellets over a glass plate sGt at 
an angle of about one-half of one de- 
gree. 

From the Inst of tho glass tables 
the shot go Into big revolving, drums 
with screens where tlie pellets are 
sorted Into the vorloua sizes. Each 
size of shot goes through its proper 
opening In the screens. The revolving 
drums nro equipped ivltli rollers on 
their outside surfaces, the function of 
the rollers being to prevent the shot 
from sticking in the holes In th* 
screens. Tlie extraordinary mechaiil- 
cai precision of the machinery used 



atlons Just described Is responsible for 
the wnlformlty of tho pellets. 

After the pellets arc sorted, they go 
through pollslilng machlnca, the oper 
atlon of polishing being ■accomplished 
by tumbling them In a long metal cyl- 
indcr. Next the shot goes Into great 
storage tanks. There are sixty-two of 
these tanks on the ground floor of thu 
plant In question, each holding nine 
and n half tons of shoL 

The shot Is weighed Into tho storage 
tanks by automatic weighers, and like- 
wise weighed out ngain In lots of twen- 
ty-five pounds, although the machines 
In the weighing process can be adjust- 
ed to weigh any amount of shot. The 
shot Is prepared for shipment In hags. 
For Instance, If five pounds Is desired, 
this anionnt runs into ri bag, tho bag 
automatically moves Into position to a 
sewing machine several Indies to one 
side of tho weighing device, where It 
Is mechnnically sewed up and is then 
ready for the market. 

Before shot is shipped out, however 
each lot Is tested fop hardness. This 
quality Is deterinlned hy .compression 
witli a two-ounce weight which falls 
a distance of 24 Inches. A pellet Is 
placed In a jig under a plunger and 
tho two-ounce weight hits the end of 
the plunger, compressing the pellet. 
There Is a definite standord of com- 
pression for each 'Individual size, of 
shot. Tho diameter of the pellets be- 
fore and after compression Is deter- 
mined by a platform micrometer.
